fhe use of communication intelligence

helped revolutionize submarine strategy in the Pacific, 
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for operational authorities, because of tue continuous 
flow of communication intelligence which thay were 
receiving, were able to station submer rines in certain 
areas which would not normally he considered productive: 
ot targets. Though the routas of Japanese convoys were 
being gonstantly shifted to avoid reported Anerican 
submarines, the messages ennouncing the change of course 
wers deciphered and made available to american submarine 
commanders. Thus, many otnerwise unavailable targsts 
were provided, torpedoes were expended profitably, 
dong patrols in inproductive | ‘areas were avoided, and 
the morale of officers and men was improved.
